In demanding a hearing from the council before his final withdrawal 


from his present connection with the affairs of the city, City Engineer 


Frank Pow ell is doing no more than any man charged with unproven 


w rongs would do. It is of vital importance to him that he leave his pre­ 


sent office with a clean record; his future success, his very employment, 


m ay depend upon it. 


Therefore, the city council should think carefully on the rights of this 


man who, if he has misused his department, is in our opinion simply the 


scapegoat for a great many others w ho are deeper in the mud than he is 


on the mire. If the city is through with him, it should become the purpose 


of the city to send him away on fair terms. 


H ow ever, there is a reason 
back of the council’s reluctance to “ in­ 


vestigate” Mr. Powell. 
It is the fact that all the machinery of trial is 


in the hands of those w ho have stood back of Pow ell as his friends and 


champions, and that nothing would be easier or more to be expected than 


a “ whitewash.” 
N o “ investigation” that does not go to the root of things 


will satisfy the council or the people of this com m unity; nor should it satis­ 


fy Mr. Pow ell himself.

G row ing out of the conditions just mentioned, has come a fact that 


becom es of importance to Mr. Pow ell. H e has maintained that he should 


not be tried by the council on anything not affecting his 
official 
acts; 


The Tribune has supported him in that stand, not so much to protect him 


from the public bandying of his personal affairs as to prevent the morbid 


public interest that would center Tm that spicy morsel from decoying the 


council from the real object of the inquiry, which is to find if the 
en 


gineering department has been capably and honestly administered.

now the humor of the council that, in 
case an 
investigation 
is 
insisted 


upon and it becomes apparent that it is to be nothing more than that 


sort of “ investigation” that impelled Mr. M ahoney to give a squint at the 


front door and 
say, “all’s 
w ell;” if in other words a “ w hitew ash” is 


suspected, to go into the matter of M r 
P o w ell’s private lite, thus taking 


advantage of what is said to be a plain provision of the charter for m ak­ 


ing possible his removal upon grounds the existence of which he is said 


to have admitted on the witness stand. 


V iew ing the two alternatives, w h a t is better for Mr. P o w ell— to a c ­ 


cept the appointment 
of a successor as an easy solution of the entire 


m atter; or to secure an investigation that will doubtless prove a most un­ 


pleasant and unprofitable experience fo r him? 


The former, it seems, would be far the better course for Mr. Pow ell 


For the “ charges” of which he complains are not 
deeply 
accusing; in 


fact, they do little more than to re.rum or old rum ors; their truth is not
